Accounting. 
San F rancisco, October 8th.—U p to last 
evening 30,471 uames were registered to vote 
at the general election of the 2d prox. 
At 
noon to-day 350 names had beeu placed on 
the lists for the day. Next Monday at 5 p. 
M. registration will close at the main’office. 
This morning the Supreme Court denied 
the petition fora hearing in bank of the case 
of Barton vs. Kalloch, which was recently 
decided by the Court. The case is the one 
wherein plaintiff applied to the Court for a 
writ of mandamus compelling the Board of 
Election Commissioners to issue tally lists of 
voters for municipal officers to be elected on 
the 2d of November, which application was 
deuied. The denial for a rehearing in bank 
finally disposes of the case and settles the 
question of no election for municipal officers 
this year. 
Mrs. Lizzie F. Ralston, widow of W . C. 
Ralston, has filed a prodigiously large com­ 
plaint in the Superior Court against William 
Sharon and Alexander D. Sharon for an ac­ 
counting and sundry other things. The docu­ 
ment fills 205 pages of closely written legal 
cap, and the prayer alone takes up 11 pages.

After recess the argument in the judicial 
case was opened by Rev. F. E. Shearer in 
behalf of the complainants in an able and 
elaborate address. 
He was followed by Rev. 
R. Mackenzie. 
The Presbytery was defend­ 
ed by Rev. Dr. Alexander and Rev. C. A. 
Poag. The discussion was thorough and ex­ 
haustive. 
It was followed by brief speeches, 
limited to three minutes each, by other mem­ 
bers of the Synod, until the hour of adjourn, 
ment. 
The discussion will be resumed at 10 o’clock 
to-morrow morning.

Building is going on 
in every section of the city, and car[>enters 
and builders are in great demand. 
Although 
we have six times as many here as four 
months ago, all have more than they can 
possibly do. 
Travel and trade to and from 
Sonora has more than quadrupled in the last 
three mouths. 
The Government of Mexico has established 
four new Cuetom-house6 near the Arizona line 
to check smuggling, each with a guard of fif­ 
teen men. 
The Head Center mine of Tombstone has 
made a new strike on tbe 310-foot level in the 
west drift, 200 feet from the main shaft.

T ucbon, October 8th.—Advices from Bis- 
bee state that last Tuesday a man by the 
name of Dodson went to the camp of an old 
man near by, and finding no one there but a 
half-breed Mexican girl, attempted to out­ 
rage her. During the struggle which ensued 
the father of the girl returned and jerked 
Dodson's revolver from its scabbard and 
drove him away. 
Dodson returned the same 
night, while the family were seated at supper, 
and fired into the group, killing a brother of 
the girl—a man about 30 years of age. A 
second shot struck the girL, Dodson made 
his escape in the darkness.

Terrible 
S h o o t l n i c 
A l l r a y — Indian 
break lm uiluent* 
Seattle, October 8th.—Particulars of a 
terrible shooting affray which occurred on 
the Skagit river on Tuesday last have just 
reached here. 
It seems that between a 
rancher named Anderson Evarts, living at 
the mouth of Baker river, and two Indians 
respectively Bill and Tom, residing in the 
same vicinity, an old feud has for some time 
existed, as Evarts claims, on account of sun­ 
dry petty larcenies committed by the Indi­ 
ans. On Tuesday morning Evarts went into 
the woods for timber, taking along an ax and 
a rope. Returning to dinner he left the im­ 
plements behind, and going back soon after 
found that they were missing. 
He immedi­ 
ately suspected the Indians in question, 
and going to their 
cabin instituted a 
search 
for 
the 
articles 
during 
their 
absence. 
The Indians returning afterward* 
were informed by their squaws of what had 
taken place, and that Evarts accused them of 
stealing the articles. The Indians at onoe 
proceeded to Evarts’ houBe, armed with dirk 
cnives, when Evarts again accused them of 
theft, whereupon they advanced upon him, 
threatening his life, when Evarts seized a re­ 
volver from a shelf, and ordering a friend 
named Cobb, present at the time, to staud 
back, covered the foremost Indian with the 
weapon, warning him not to advance fur­ 
ther. The Indian, paying no attention to 
this admonition, Evarts fired, the ball taking 
effect in his breast. This brought him to a halt 
for a moment, but, recovering from the shock, 
he made another lunge at Evarts. Evarts 
dodged him and fired a second shot. This 
time the ball penetrated the region o| the 
heart, causing him to stagger And fall, where­ 
upon Tom came to the front and made a des­ 
perate thrust at Evarts with a knife, Evarts 
firing on him at the same time, the ball enter­ 
ing his mouth, passing through his neck, 
severing an artery. Bill had meanwhile re­ 
gained his feet, when the two Indians again 
made for Evarts, who, having discharged the 
last shot in his revolver, confronted them 
with a stick of wood. 
The struggle con­ 
tinued but a few moments when the Indiansran 
away. After proceeding about 200 yards Bill 
fell to the ground dead, an i Tom went but a few 
steps further, when he fell, weakened from 
his great loss of blood. 
Evarts and Cobb 
immediately abandoned the ranch, containing 
a large amount of stock and valuable build­ 
ings, fearing an immediate attack from the 
Indians, and started off down the river. 
They have since arrived at Mount Vernon, 
where Evarts gave himself up to the author­ 
ities. 
The settlers in the vicinity are all 
greatly alarmed, and at last accounts all had 
collected at Chris. Plesenton’s ranch, waiting 
developments. 
1 he Indians have sent out 
runners to inform all the Indians up and 
down the river, and summon them to a grand 
council, to be held to-day. These Indians 
are a mixed race, largely composed of Che­ 
lan Indians, and are subjects of Moses, the 
celebrated Yakima chief. Their sub-chiefs’ 
name is Johnny Campbell, and should hi* 
counsels prevail a general Indian outbreak i* 
feared. 
Should they be disposed they can 
give infinite trouble to the settlera of the up­ 
per Skagit and the miners. Some of them 
living east of Chelan Lake have never seen a 
white man, and may be called thoroughly 
savage. They are not friendly to the whites, 
as but a few days ago they ordered a United 
States survey party at work on the upper 
Skagit to leave. The party have already 
left in prompt obedience to the demand of 
the Indians, having arrived at Mount Ver­ 
non Wednesday, and will telegraph to Wash­ 
ington for instructions.

Harvest and Seed Time. 
In speaking of the husbandman's work we 
generally say “ seel time and harvest,” be­ 
cause we have to sow the seed before we can 
gather the harvest. In California, however, 
and especially this season, in point of time 
the harvest immediately precedes or accom­ 
panies the seeding. That is to say, that while 
some of the farmers are still harvesting, oth­ 
ers are seeding for the next year’s crop. Then 
in one sense we are reversing the general 
order of things, and to suit the words to the 
fact as to immediate precedence, we may 
reverse tha words and say harvest and seed 
time. Notwithstanding this permissible play 
upon the pbra3e, farmers must not forget 
that they will reap as they sow. Ih a t is, if 
they sow good seed they will he likely to 
reap a good crop, and if they sow poor seed 
they will he likely to reap a poor crop. 
Of course there are many other circum­ 
stances that have much to do with the suc­ 
cess of a grain crop, such as the mechanical 
condition of the soil, whether well pulverised 
and clear of grasses and weeds ; whether it 
has been cultivated iu the same kind of crop 
many seasous iu succession without rest or 
without returning to it the necessary fertil­ 
izing properties to keep up its virgin fertility, 
and whether the seas' m proves favorable or 
unfavorable. All these and many other (ques­ 
tions of a similar character will have much 
to do in determining whether even good 
seed will bring a good crop. But aside from 
and independent of these and all other con­ 
siderations, it is certain that 
the seed 
is a controlling factor in 
wheat cult­ 
ure. 
Iu 
the 
first 
place, 
good, 
plump, well-grown 
seed 
is, 
under all 
circumstances, the best and the cheapest. 
This condition being secured, the next thing 
to be looked after is that the seed should be 
well cleaned of all foul seed, such as oats, 
barley, cheat and weed seed of every descrip­ 
tion. 
Weeds grow and accumulate iu our 
fields fast enough without sowing the seed. 
Another important point in selecting seed is 
that the seed should be frequently changed 
from one locality to another. W hen wheat is 
sown year after year in the Rame character of 
soil and iu the same climate, or iu the same 
field, as is oft-.n the case, it deteriorates, or 
becomes weak and debilitated. I t requires 
change of soil and climate to restore and 
keep up its best vigor and productive quali­ 
ties. 
We have so many varieties of soil in 
our climate, within 
our State, that 
it 
will be but little trouble for farmers to 
make the necessary change of seed every 
year. 
A 
change 
from 
the 
southern 
to the northern portion of the State, and the 
contrary ; or from the coast counties to the 
interior or foothill sections, or the contrary, 
will be sufficient to accomplish the purpose, 
as well as a change from a foreign country ; 
and these chauges may be made between 
farmers from these different sections for 
mutual benefit or advantage, and without 
cost of freight back and forth. 
No high 
prices are necessary to he paid and no trouble 
or other expenses incurred; a simple corre­ 
spondence and exchange of samples, and theu 
an exchange of the seed in bulk. 
Bor 
instance, grangers 
meeting at the State 
GraDge might take with them samples of the 
wheat, and all the arrangements for exchange 
might be made there; or, the arrange­ 
ments 
could 
be 
made 
at 
the State 
and 
district 
fairs, the 
samples 
being 
shown at thess fairs from the various sec­ 
tions. We would not be understood as de­ 
preciating the efforts of many of our best 
farmers to improve our wheats by importa­ 
tions fresh from Australia, Chile and other 
wheat-growing countries, for we highly ap­ 
prove of these importations as efforts in the 
right direction, hut suggest a cheaper and 
more convenient way of exchange that should 
and may be kept up by the great mass of 
farmers, greatly to the general good of whea- 
growing.______________ 


International Exhibition of Sheep. 
His Royal Highness the Grand Duke of 
Mecklenburg-Strelitz, has granted protec­ 
tion to an international exhibition of sheep 
at Neubrandtnhurg, in the above dukedom. 
The exhibition is to come iff on the 24th and 
25th days of May next, under the manage­ 
ment of the Agricultural Society of Mecklen­ 
burg—the occasion < f the great annual horse 
fair to be held at the same place. We have 
received, through the Commissi ner of Agri­ 
culture at Washington, a programme of the 
exhibition, and from it we learn that the ex­ 
hibition is to consist of sheep, rams and mut­ 
tons. There are to be no premiums, hut an 
opportunity of sales. The programme is sent 
to all the principal agricultural societies c f 
the world, and there will doubtless be a great 
gathering of stieep and theep-owuers ami 
dealers. 
There will be presented a good 
opportunity for California sheep-breeders to 
.ead over sjiecimens of their breeding sheep, 
and make such changes and purchases as 
they may find or judge to be calculated to 
benefit or improve their own fl cks. There 
is no doubt but that by thus exchanging 
sheep from different parts of the worfd great 
improvements can be effected all round. As 
a rule, sheep brought from the continent of 
Kurope to America improve as to hardihood 
or constitution and as to form and quan­ 
tity, 
bnt 
not 
as to quality of wool. 
The German sheep of the merino classes are 
lighter and of more slender forms than 
the 
French sheep of 
the same origin. 
When brought to America from either of 
these countries 
they grow 
heavier and 
stronger, but the wool does not increase in 
fineness, though it has greater strength and 
vigor and the fie-ce becomes heavier. V er­ 
mont sheep exhibited some years since at 
Hamburg in competition with merino sheep 
from all parts ot the world, won the first 
prize, and the changes wrought upon the an­ 
imals by Am- rican feed, care and climate 
were so great that it was conceded that they 
were entitled to the name of American 
merino. That one exhibition was of great 
benefit to America as a sheep-breeding and 
wool-producing country. A t that time Cal­ 
ifornia made no exhibition. To-day we are 
prepared to contest the first place in the i 
world. We have as good sheep as can he 
found 
anywhere, 
and 
we 
hope 
some 
of our sheepmen will have the courage and 
public spirit to accept the invitation of His 
lioyal Highness the Grand Duke of Meek 
lenburg, and join the International Bxhihi 
tion.

Breeding Four-M inute Horses. . 
A friend of ours who objects to all racing, 
first, as imn ■ ral iu its tendencies and sec­ 
ond, on the ground of cruelty to animals, still 
insists on having carriage horses for his own 
use that can keep up a four-minute gait if 
necessary, or in case of an emergency, for 
hours in succession. Now of this friend and 
of all others who hold similar views we would 
ask how he is going to breed four-minnte 
horses for carriage horses ? To make a suc­ 
cess of breeding horses of this speed will he 
select four-minute horses or mares to treed 
from, or will ho select 2:30 and 2:20 or faster 
horses and mares, as fast as be can find them ? 
I t must be remembered that very few horses, 


as a rule, breed colts as fast as themselves, 
and only now and then one faster than them­ 
selves. The best and most certain way to 
breed four-minute horses is to select the 
fastest horse, as a breeder, that can be found. 
By far the larger portion of the co ts of such 
fast trotters as Nutwood, Santa Claus or 
Brigadier will not b-. faster than four minutes. 
These being facts, it seems to us that our 
friend, and all others who, like him, want 
foar-minute hor.-es for carriage service, will 
have to resort to the best trotters that 
can be found to obtain them. Then comes 
the next question. How are we to find 
out 
which 
are 
the 
fastest 
horses? 
It cannot be done without frequent practical 
tests of the severest character. Can these 
tests be ma ie in any other way except on the 
race-c mrse ? or are they likely to be made in 
any other way ? Can they be made on com­ 
mon i :ads as well, and a3 safely, and with as 
little cruelty to the aniuia’, as they can on a 
ra- e track preparedesp riaily for the ease and 
c- mfort of the horse ? V> e insist not. But 
now as to cruelty to animals. We would ask 
if it is any more cruel to drive a three-minute 
horse a mile in three minutes than it is to 
drive a four-minute horse in four minutes? 
Or take even greater extremes as to speed. 
Will not a 2:30 horse trot in 2:30 as easily 
and with as little fatigue as a six minute h irse 
will trot i: s'x minutes ? The cruelty does not 
come in on acc-mut of the speed made, hut 
from over exertion. To avoid the cruelty 
our friend who derires to drive his carriage 
in four minu'es should secure horses that trot 
iu a much less time—the faster the horse the 
less fatigue on a four-minute gait. 


The Agriculture of Northern Caiifom ia. 
The development of the agriculture in the 
northern part of the State is of the most con­ 
servative and substantial character. It has 
proceeded without noi e or excitement of 
any kind. The reports from that direction 
have been rather iu the nature of substantial 
achievement than of things that are in antici­ 
pation. 
Immigrants who have settled there 
have done so not from inducements held out 
from interested parties or colonization asso­ 
ciations, but rather in accordance with a ma­ 
ture judgment arrived at after careful exam­ 
ination of the country, its soil, climate and 
facilities as to market. As far north as Te­ 
hama county the principal product, espe­ 
cially of the level and bottom lauds, has 
been wheat, but 
good 
corn 
is raised 
along the river bottoms and dairying is quite 
extensively conducted both on the bottoms 
an 1 in the foothills of both the coast and 
Sierra mountains. 
This section is also as 
well adapted to fruit ar d wine culture either 
on the level lands or in the foothills. No 
other section of the State Í3 so well adapted 
to a varied or diversified agriculture as that 
section north of the city of Marysville. The 
rains are more abundant and the cereal crops 
more certain than further sonth, excepting 
only some localities on the c >ast and in the 
valleys of the coast range, where the fogs 
supply moisture till late in the summer. As 
the counties of Butte and Colusa have become 
more thickly settled and the lands been brought 
uu-ler cultivation, immigration and settle­ 
ment have moved still father north. Within 
the last two years Tehama county has grown 
more rapidly than any other agricultural 
county in the State. By cultivation of the 
high rolling red lands of this county in wheat 
it has been found that they produce good 
crops even the first year, and seem to improve 
rapidly lie bping broken up and expired to 
the weather. Lands that had been supposed 
almost worthless for agricultural purposes, 
and that had been rejected as not worth 
taking up, are proving as valuable as any 
other lands in the State. These facts are 
quietly being disseminated and are attract­ 
ing to this county a hardy and indastrious 
class of actual settlers and practical farmers.

and bayous of the Mississippi river the 
young fish—bass, croppies, pikes, etc., 
which have been left by the receding of the 
water, and which would otherwise bo left 
to perish as the w ater dried up, and dis 
tributing them through the State, and 
stocking streams. 
Mr. Barlett, m a letter 
published in the Chicago Field, says : 
“ We were out on the islands above Can­ 
ton, on the Mississippi river, September 
22 I and 23d, and from one lake or slouch, 
th at had but three inc’.es of water left, 
we took twenty-one half bushel measures 
of fish, solid, no w ater and fi h, but solid 
fish, 
i’he bass, croppies, etc., we saved, 
b at the balance we put into the Mississip­ 
pi. 
I think th at according to Mr. Shaw's 
(Commissioner of Iowa) estimate of 20,000 
to.the bushel, th at the entire catch of the 
trip will be over 230,000young native fish.”

He bad commenced it at Riga, 
anil he ended it at Paris in the midst of 
privations, sunk deep “ in that ignoble 
melancholy which arises from pecuniary 
embarrassment.” I t was out of such dark­ 
ness as this that the genius of Wagner 
first shone. 


P ares, September 12, 1880. 
Tne French, in im itating and developing 
tho system of sewerage which the Romans 
established during their conqnest of the 
Gauls, possess at present the finest system 
of sewerage in the world. 
Napoleon III. 
had it embellished in a higher degree, and 
even established boats and cars in the 
sewers for the accommodation of visitors. 
Everyone is horrified at the idea of visiting 
sewers, and they scarcely credit the state­ 
ment th at no disagreeable odor is detected, 
and th at a sewer in Paris is not iu reality 
a dark, foulsome hole, but a delightful 
promenade on water and land. Those who 
h»v«ever visited the sewers at Paris never 
fail to persuade their friends to «Jo like­ 
wise, and iu no instance have I ever ht ..rd 
of anyone being discontented with his jour­ 
ney. 
The puhiic are adm itted once every 
month, except during a part of tne vi inter 
when the waters of rhe Si ine rise to a con­ 
siderable hig'nt. 
The number of demands 
is generally two or three times greater 
thau can he accommodated, so that out of 
three hnmlred persons there are more than 
a hundred and fifty disappointed. 
There 
are two principal entrances—one at the 
square called the Chatelet, which is near 
the .Seine ami just in front of a very grand 
and imposing fountain composed of numer­ 
ous huge lions who look fierce enough to 
swallow you were they not constantly oc­ 
cupied in ejecting great streams of water 
through tln ir open mouths. 
The other 
entrance is on one side of the Madeleine 
Church, just across the street from which 
the flower market is held, Tuesdays aud 
Fridays ; besides flowers, cats of the finer 
breed are sold there, and the flue Angora 
eat is to be found there only, although they 
have become rare since the siege. 
Ama­ 
teurs of the ftline family are quite numer­ 
ous in Paris, and I may here add that these 
cats aro not by any means destined as com­ 
panions to old maids, but are appreciated 
by young and old, irrespective of sex.

TO THE SEWERS 
On every street, but these two of which I 
speak are the only ones opened to visitors. 
One could never imagine them to be such, 
for on ordinary occasions it is nothing but 
a square solid piece of iron aud of rather 
small dimensions, which can be discerned 
on the sidewalk, and you would pass over 
it all your life tune without supposing that 
it w'ouiil lead to halls, corridors, streets 
and rivers, like those described iu fairy 
tales. Ou the grand day of visitation these 
iron squares at the Madeleine and at the 
Chatelet are both taaen up and an iron 
raiiway placed around the opening ; a gar- 
dien stauds at the entran-je t > prevent ail 
others than those possessed of cards to de 
scend, for the noses have been counted 
and there are accommodations for ju.it such 
a number anil no more, to that should an 
extra person make his appearance the man 
gers would be iu a predicament as to the 
manner of transporting him from one ix 
trom ity to the other. 
There is always a 
great crowd collected to watch the fortu 
nate descend. 
The stairway is of irou 
with a railing mounted iu silver. 
After 
descending some twenty-five steps you find 
yourself in a large spacious hall brilliantly 
lighted by numerous lamps attached to the 
wall. 
There are cars on rails all mounted 
in silver and each furnished with different 
colored lanterns. 
There are a number of 
employes in a psculiar uniform who stand 
around waiting the moment of departure, 
then there is an odor of machinery and oil 
that you cannot hut believe you are iu the 
depot of some large ci>y. 
There is no de­ 
lay' when once th at point is reached, and 
all present are immediately requested to 
mount the wagons, which are reached by 
two or three steps on either side. 
Each 
wagon contains some twelve pereons, and 
the employes are occupied in assisting you 
and arranging you iikcso many footmen be­ 
longing to a royal carriage. 
Everybody is 
ready, the conductor whistles and immedi­ 
ately these 
footmen 
grasp the 
shafts 
of 
the 
wagons, 
six 
to 
each,

on each 
side, and starting 
off on a 
fast gallop, whirl you on to a narrow 
passage walled above avid on both sides 
to form an arch, with a stream of w atir at 
your feet, and a small stone pavement on 
each side, just sufficiently wide for a sure­ 
footed biped. These men, with a most

other on this narrow pavement, and speed 
along as though the feet of Mercury were 
carrying them.

living creatures, like some celestial chariot 
moving through tho sir, and freighted 
with travelers from some strange planet 
After a half-hour’.- ride or so your horses 
halt all 
of

You are invited to 
descend lroin your car and are aided by 
the employes with the san e deference and 
otficiousuess as displayed on your mount­ 
ing.

Tae halt appears loDg for the impatient

creates serious dang, r to the community.

Paris soon became aware of the circum­ 
stance. 
The beautiful city lost none of

TO 
ORDER. 


For the second or third time certain stu­ 
dents of Cornell College ask that a course 
of journalism be established iu that seat of 
learning. 
Commend ible in the extreme is 
it for a young mau or set of young men to 
desirous of becoming editors. 
There is 
not any other way by w hied they could 
pus-ihly do more w ork for lees money than 
by entering the profession of journalism. 
There is no denying that an editor’s calling 
looks altogether lovely from w ithout, just 
as does an actor’s. 
There is the great and 
glorious privilege of pitching into every­ 
body and everything, undtr the cloak 
of the mystio editorial “ w e;” a never- 
failing supply of free tickets to e- eras, 
theaters, 
concerts, 
circuses, 
balfi ; 
a 
ceaseless 
stream of 
invitations to -big 
dinners. 
T hat 
the 
hard-worked 
and 
poorly-paid journalist sits in his ser. 
at 
the theater more intent upon w hat he is 
going to write an hour or two afterward 
than w hat he is looking upon, never eL 
r 
the minds of the young student at l.e 
University. 
If they were to come to any 
ouo of the great cities and sec the editors 
at the 
theaters—quiet, solemn, weary- 
looking—they would not ask for a course 
of journalism. 
A part from the supposed 
pleasure aud advsutag s of the editor’s call­ 
ing, the hard and indisputable fact remains 
that editors do not come from colleges. No 
successful journalist ha3 ever been trained 
outside of the dull routine and ceaseless 
drudgery of the news paper offices. The great * 
majority of tho editors come from the com­ 
posing rooms ; 
the balance have com­ 
menced at the bottom round of tho ladder 
—reporting. 
Horace Greeley was a com­ 
positor, and, with a catholic spirit th at he 
brought to ami maintained iu j ournalism, 
he always made room for the college stu­ 
dents that annually swooped down ou the 
Tribune editorial rooms with the avowed 
purpose of reforming and elevating the 
journalistic profession. 
Mr. Greeley on 
being questioned as to the fate of his col­ 
legians, replied in his half-droll, half- 
mournful way: “ The enthusiastic boys 
come by the hundreds to make th; Trib­ 
une a better paper, hut not m e of them has 
yet stopped here long enough to finish the 
job, 
Iu ee 1, the most persistent among 
them don’t stay over three months.” 
One 
of Mr. Greeley’s rivals, if not superiors, 
was Henry J. Raymond, w'ho had toiled 
hard on paltry pay as a reporter on the 
Tribune. 
The other was James Gordon 
Bennett, who came to this couutry from 
his native Scotland, with a chssical educa­ 
tion. 
He learned the art and mystery of 
journalism in hard schools ; he failed often 
a3 an editor for othei^,; and when he 
sat up for himself iu a , Bleecfecr street 
cellar where he issued 
penny Neu¡ 
1 ork Herald, writing every word it con­ 
tained except some of the few advertise­ 
ments he was favored with, even directing 
the wrappers w ith the editorial pen, he was 
laughed a t by the established editors as a 
fool. 
James Gordon Bsnnett persevered, 
and rose as many have since, as m a n y 
more are going to do in the future; but 
the coming great journalists must, like 
their predecessors, learn the calling where 
aloue it can be learned. 
A chair ef jour­ 
nalism in a college will never make editors, 
for the editor must be by nature a man of 
great comprehension, good memory, sound 
judgment, fearless, aggressive, aud have 
robust health. 
Lacking these, not all the 
universities in the land can tit him for the 
proper discharge of editor’s duties ; having 
them, he will need the practical training 
that the newspaper office alone can give,

Hancock is not a sincere man.

not nnderstand the kind of tenderness 
which refrains from telling a truth because 
it reflects upon a person in high position. 
W e do not recognizo that theory which j 
classes as “ gentlem en” persona who mani- j 
fest an indifference to honesty and integ- j 
rity. 
W e cannot comprehend hovy any ! 
man with the feelings of a gentlcman'could 
have written General Hancock's letter of 
acceptance. 
In that letter he declared 
himself as desiring “ a full vote, a free 
“ ballot ami a fair count.” 
He referred to 
the franchise as a right “ preservative of 
“ all rights,” and he said that it must he 
maintained throughout the United States. 
N ow when General Hancock wrote that 
letter he must have been aware that he 
could by no possibility become President 
of the United States nnless he secured his 
election by system atic frauds upon tho | 
franchise.

NATURALIZATION 
IN 
NEW 
Y0F.K. 


Trouble is apprehended in New York in ; 
consequence of the Democratic determina- j 
tion to claim the right to vote on the

I 
naturalization papers of 1863. 
That was j 
the year when Mr. Tilden manipulated the j 
votes of 
New York, and when 40,000 j 
fraudulent votes were polled by the Demo- j 
crats. 
An immense number of fraudulent I 
naturalization papers were issued in that j 
campaign by Tweed’s Judges. 
Thousands j 
of foreigners who had just landed in the 
country were thus admitted to citizenship 
ami helped to swell the Tammany vote.

Tins U the way they re-enslave the negro in 
Texas under the State laws : A c o lo re d Woman was 
arrested In Matagorda county, and the Judge hired 
her out at a quarter of a cent a day to work out a 
fine of $90. This is hut ona of many instances of 
oppressive laws. The contract system is universal 
in the South, and its barbarity might be illustrated 
by «¡allou* from the laws of all the States. 


I t is alleged occasionally by some luke­ 
warm, half-hearted journal, that there are 
no issues or principles in the present cam­ 
paign. 
It would be very difficult to make 
a more reckless misrepresentation than this 
assertion involves. 
An issue is at stake 
than which none more momentous and far- 
reaching can be presented ; the question, 
namely, whether the fundamental principle 
of majority rule shall be maintained in 
this republic, or whether a party which 
tramrdes upon the freedom of the franchise 
shall be given control of the Government. 
Beside this issue all others that can be 
named to-day sink into insignificance, for 
it is impossible that the people can adjudi­ 
cate any question whatever until they have 
determined this one. 
In fourteen States of 
the Union the ballot is not free. 
In four­ 
teen States it is not possible for every citi­ 
zen to vote as he pleases, and to have his 
ballot counted as he votes. 
To assert, in 
the face of this fact, that there are no 
issues in the present campaign, is to assert 
that it does not signify whether the people 
are 
or 
are not 
in the 
unrestrained 
possession of their rights of citizenship. 
If the freedom of the ballot is of no conse­ 
quence, then the Constitution of the United 
States is of no consequence ; then there 
is nothing to choose between democratic 
and oligarchic governm ent; then anarchy 
is as good as order, and it matters nothing 
whether the people are free or enslaved. 
But in truth there can never be any issue 
more grave than the one now pending, for 
upon its right settlem ent must depend the 
future of the country. 
The fact that pol­ 
iticians realize its importance but dimly is 
to be deplored, j et it has been perceived 
and pointed out by at least one man whose 
sagacity his countrymen have long respect­ 
ed, and the words of General Grant ought 
to find an echo in every candid mind. It is 
not merely’ a question of the protection of 
the political rights of the colored voters at 
the South. 
Their color has nothing to do 
with it. 
It is precisely the same as though 
white men were deprived of their rights. 
The deprivation exists, and it reacts upon 
every voter in the United States. 
The 
world has never witnessed so anomalous a 
spectacle as this canvass presents. 
It is 
not an open, legitim ate contest of opinion. 
Let no man flatter 
himself with such 
an illusion. 
It 
is 
an 
unequal con­ 
flict 
between 
a 
free 
ballot 
and 
a 
suppressed ballot, between fair play and 
organized fraud. 
The 
solid South is 
brought into the field representing the vio­ 
lation of republican institutions in every 
State comprising that infamous league. 
Its leaders audaciously boast that they 
have their hands on the throat of Liberty, 
and that by the stolen Electoral votes of 
that region they w ill make up such a pre­ 
tense of a majority as will enable them to 
usurp the Presidency. 
The North has 
fallen into the trap. 
Its law-abiding and 
conservative habits of thought have led it 
to accept a situation in which it is placed 
at a cruel disadvantage. 
It sits down to 
play with an adversary whose dice are 
loaded and whose cards are marked ; it 
knows that this is the case ; and yet it im­ 
agines that somehow constitutional govern­ 
ment may be preserved by making-believe 
that there is no fraud in the game. 


W e have said before, and we repeat the 
assertion, that it is impossible for General 
Hancock to be honestly elected. 
But it 
is not impossible for him to win in this 
unequal struggle, and in that consideration 
lies the gravest 
danger. 
An 
election 
means an honest choice by a legal major­ 
ity. 
That Hancock cannot obtain, for if 
to day the ballot was free at the South ho 
could not secure 
one-half of the 133 
electoral vote3 which have been packed 
for him there by force and fraud. 
Con­ 
sider what this means. 
It means that the 
country is confronted with the menace of 
an overthrow of republican government. 
Nothing less than this is involved in the 
situation. 
A President declared elected 
by the suppression of the franchise in 
fourteen States of the Union would be a 
standing repudiation of free government. 
It would he impossible any longer to pre­ 
tend that it existed. 
The country would 
fall under the dominion of a minority 
of the Mexicauized section. 
The ballot- 
box 
stuffers 
and 
bulldozers 
would 
rule. 
The great North and W est, thus dis­ 
franchised, thus cheated openly out of their 
right of choice and their proportional rep­ 
resentation, would realize that in attem pt­ 
ing to ignore the Mexicanization of the 
South they had Mexicanized the whole 
Union. 
Nor is it possible that such a con­ 
dition of things should endure. 
W hatever 
the colored voters of 
the South may 
do, the people of the North and W est, 
tho freest people on the earth, and the 
people most 
jealous of their freedom, 
would not sit down quietly under so 
monstrous a wrong. 
It is not necessary to 
pursue the argument further at this time, 
however. Enough has been said to indicate 
the nature and extent of the danger which 
threatens the country, and to demonstrate 
the absurdity of the assertion that no prin­ 
ciple is at stake in this campaign. 
Nor 
is 
this 
the 
only issue involved. 
Out 
of this overshadowing danger grow a score 
of lesser but still formidable ones. 
There 
is the danger to the stability of the public 
faith aud the integrity of tho currency. 
There is the danger of Southern claims. 
There is the danger of reassertion of the 
doctrine of State Rights. 
There is the 
dauger of nullification of the constitutional 
amendments. 
E ich and all of these are 
real and alarming, and the)’ are embraced 
in the possibility of Democratic success. 
Considering the character of the questions 
at stake, and their momentous implica­ 
tions, the man or journal that complains of 
a dearth of living principles in this can­ 
vass must be preternaturally dull, or must 
possess extraordinary ideas of the self- 
sustaining capacity of republican institu­ 
tions and free government. 


A 
NICE 
PROGRAMME. 


The Grccnbackers saj- they only want to 
pay off the $7S2,000,000 of bonds w hich ma­ 
ture next j’ear, instead of refunding them. 
To do this they propose to appropriate all 
the cash in the Treasury. 
The cash in the 
Treasury is at present 5154,000,000. 
That 
would not begin to pay off the bonds there­ 
fore. 
To carry out the Greenback pro­ 
gramme it would be necessary to issue at 
least $500,000,000 or 5600,000,000 more 
greenbacks. That would raise the greenback 
issue to at least $1,000,000,000. 
But 
the Grecnbackers also propose to abolish 
the National Banks, and substitute green- 
backsfor their issue. Thatwould increase the 
volume of greenbacks to about $1,400,­ 
000,000. 
As the Greenbackers propose to 


begin by paying out all the coin in the 
treasury, there would be no Bpecie reserve 
to protect this enormous volume of paper. 
It would therefore rest upon nothing. 
It 
would be fiat money, in short. 
Such a 
currency, consisting entirely of the debts 
of the Government, and without any coin 
to redeem it, would be on a par w ith the 
French Assignats, or the Continental or 
Confederate currency. 
Specie payments 
would of course be put an end to. 
The 
premium on gold would be restored. 
The 
paper dollar would 
sink day by day 
until it had fallen below the lowest point 
reached by the greenback during the rebell­ 
ion. 
That never fell below 38 
cents. 
The Greenbackers’ dollar could not hope to 
retain that value because it would be 
redundant 
at 
the 
outset, 
as 
well as 
irredeemable. 
As the payment of one 
form of 
debt 
with 
another 
form 
of 
debt is repudiation, the discharge of tho 
bonds in greenbacks would necessarily de­ 
stroy the public credit. 
A t the same in­ 
stant the country would be flooded with 
paper money, and it would inevitably sink 
like a stone. 
National bankruptcy would 
be the least disaster necessitated by tho 
financial programme of the Greenbackers. 
Individual bankruptcy would follow as 
night follows the day. 
Every policy of 
insurance, every annuity, every mortgage, 
every note which did not specify coin as 


the kind of money in which it was to 
be paid, would depreciate in the hands 
of the holders, while those instruments 
which called for gold payments would 
ruin the debtors. 
Every widow and 
orphan in whose name and interest invest­ 
ments in Government securities have been 
made, would be stripped bare. 
Ileal prop­ 
erty would of course follow the universal 
collapse, and every savings bank and in­ 
surance and trust company in the countrj’ 
would 
become 
insolvent. 
N ot 
only 
would the current wages of the work­ 
ingman 
be reduced 
forty 
or fifty or 
sixty per 
c e n t; 
not 
only 
would he 
have 
to pay three prices for all the 
necessaries 
of 
lif e ; 
but 
his 
little 
savings against a rainj’ day would be swept 
away, and he would be left face to face 
w’ith destitution. 
These are a few of the 
consequences which would unquestionably 
ensue upon the carrying out of the lireen- 
backer programme, and it is this respecta­ 
ble and public-spirited and intelligent pro­ 
gramme which the Democratic candidates 
of Sacramento county have indorsed, and 
which they advocate with much zeal and 
fervor at their meetings throughout the 


county.

AMERICAN 
SHIPPING. 


The ship builders have been taking 
counsel together at New York, aud natu­ 
rally enough the majority of them urged 
the emancipation of their interest from the 
thraldom of the tariff, though a few ap­ 
peared to think that they could get along 
well enough without any relief. 
The situa­ 
tion of the American shipping interest is 
by this time plain enough. 
The interest 
is in fact dead, and the tariff has killed it. 
W hen ship builders meet now all they 
have to tell one another is how many 
thousand tons of shipping were bnilt fif­ 
teen or twenty j’ears ago, but there are no 
reports of ship building now. 
The carry­ 
ing trade of the U nited States has passed 
to foreign bottoms long ago. 
The work of 
Congress has been accomplished, and there 
is no longer an American mercantile ma­ 
rine. 
Nevertheless the supporters of the 
tariff hold their heads as high as ever, and 
continue to insist that the existing situation 
is perfectly satisfactory. 
When the grasp­ 
ing Intendants of Louis the Fourteenth of 
France were asked, in the midst of a fright­ 
ful famine, how long the price of grain 
was going to be kept up, one of them gave 
the candid answer, “ As long as the people 
will stand i t ! ” 
And that is what must be 
expected in regard to the tariff. 
It will be 
kept up aB long as the people will stand it. 
So long as American farmers submit to be 
plundered by the tariff; so long as they 
are content that everybody but them selves 
shall be “ p r o t e c t e d eo long as they, 
cheerfully give tho tithe of their sub­ 
stance to support pauper millionaires at the 
E a st; so long as they allow their Repre­ 
sentatives in Congress to sell themselves to 
the Protectionists ; just so long will the 
tariff be maintained, and just so long will 
all its evil consequences, including the 
paralysis of the shipping interest, con­ 
tinue. 
There is no reason why we should 
not transact our own carrying-trade, be­ 
yond the blindness and folly of the voting 
masses, but up to tho present time these 
defects have been proof against even the 
sharp stimulus of self-interest, and so the 
Protectionist swindle has been carried on 


successfully. 


THE 
PA R IY 
OF 
IMPERIALISM. 


It has sometimes been said by foolish 
Democrats that the Republican party had 
imperialist tendencies. 
In truth it is the 
Democracy which is leaning in that direc­ 
tion, and the proof of tliis is not difficult. 
The Democracy has signalized itself as the 
foe of a free suffrage. 
It has based its 
present campaign on a Southern alliance 
deriving all its advantages from the sup­ 
pression of the popular voice at the South. 
If it wins by these tactics it will have vin­ 
dicated this deliberate usurpation in its 
own eyes, and 
it will have convinced 
thousands of reflecting men that there is 
no longer any hope of stability under the 
existing forms of government, 
The etnse 
of wrong which so gross and undisguised a 
violation 
of 
fundamental 
republican 
principles 
must cause, 
w ill 
inevitably 
produce 
discontent 
with 
the 
institu­ 
tions which have provod incapablo of re­ 
sisting such assaults. 
The popular senti­ 
ment against fraud and violence will take 
the form of disguBt at the sham republi­ 
canism so forced into prominence. 
There 
is nothing that stim ulates the desire for a 
change of government so greatly as the 
notorious breakdown of existing institu­ 
tions. 
Such a collapse disiliusionizes men 
rapidly. 
They would in this case perceive 
the hopelessness of further endeavors to 
make-believe that they were living under 
a government of 
majority rule. 
They 
would chafe and fret more and more under 
the usurpations of the lawless minority. 
And they would be driven sw iftly in the 
direction of those theories of a strong 
government which always possess such an 
attraction in periods of disorganization 
and anarchy. 
And it is the Democratic 
party 
which 
is now 
working 
to the 
ends here described. 
Of that there can be 
no donbt. 
That party is doing its best to 
discredit 
republican 
government 
by 
adopting frauds on the franchise as its 
main reliance, and by pretending while 
doing so that it is proceeding legitim ately. 


If we wish to know how such practices re­ 
sult in communities whose standard of 
civilization is somewhat lower than our 
own, we have but to tnrn to M exico and 
the South American republics. 
In those 
States the suffrage has long been what the 
Democratic party is trying to make it in 
the U nited States, namely a mockery and a 
sham. 
In those States anarchy is the 
normal condition, and everj- election is fol­ 
lowed by a revolution. 
In this country, 
however, the aggregate wealth and intelli­ 
gence of the people would preserve them 
against a relapse into absolute political and 
social chaos ; but it would do this by the 
abandonment of free institutions. 
Impe­ 


rialism, dim, shadowy and unreal phan­ 
tom as it may appear now, is the logical 
and inevitable goal of the present Demo­ 
cratic course, and the success of Hancock 
would have the effect of bringing it so 
much nearer that none could any loDger 
doubt the reality of the danger, or its true 
nature. 


A SOUTHERN 
IDEA 
OF 
SECTIONALISM. 


A new school-book called the “ Govern­ 
ment Class-book” has lately been pub­ 
lished. 
It is intended to convey neces­ 
sary information to the young concerning 
the nature and functions of the Govern­ 
ment of the United States. 
Copies of it 
have been sent by the publishers to the 
various State Superintendents of Educa­ 
tion, and among others to the State Super­ 
intendent of 
Louisiana. 
That officer, 
having reviewed the work, addressed to 
the publishers a letter containing the fol­ 
lowing remarks: 
“ Please accept many 
“ thanks for the ‘ Government Class-book1 
“ Eent this office. 
I have examined it 
“ with much care, and while there is much 
“ to admire in its beautiful and attractive 
“ dress and typographical neatness aud 
“ accuracy, in its clear ¡aid perspicuous 
“ as well as condensed statements, yet it 
“ contains many statements which are not 
“ borne out by a strict constiuction of the 
“ Constitution of 
the 
United States ; 
“ and 
the 
heresy 
now 
so 
popular 
“ in some sections, that this is a nation, 
“ is one that I, at least, am unwilling to 
“ bé taught the children of Louisiana, for 
“ it is not trae, if the early Fathers of the 
“ Constitution knew 
whereof 
they af- 
“ firmed. 
I regret that any such sectional 
“ idea (perhaps I should say ‘ national ’ 
“ idea) should permeate the book. 
Ire- 
“ gret I cannot introduce it into the 
“ schools of Louisiana, for with this excep­ 
t i o n I like it.” 
The letter is signed by 
“ Edwin II. Fay, A. M ., State Superin­ 
t e n d e n t of Public Education,” and 
is 
doubtless genuine. 
To Mr. Fay the idea 
that this is a nation appears a mischievous 
heresj’, and he faithfully represents the 
views of his communitj’. 
This little in­ 
cident serves to show how sectionalism is 
fostered aud cultivated at the South, and 
how little prospect there is that it w ill die 
out, as many simple folks have imagined 
possible. 
If this is not a Nation, then 
Secession is still in order, and that is what 
is involved in the Southern doctrine of 
State Eights. 


FRANK, 
BUT 
INDISCREET. 


A distinguishing characteristic of the 
Southern press is its reckless candor npon 
delicate questions. 
It has learned nothing 
from experience, hut continues to speak its 
mind about Southern claims, and State 
Rights, and payment for slaves, and the 
nullification of the Constitutional Amend­ 
ments, as though there existed no danger 
that its frankness might produce reaction­ 
ary effects at the North. 
Here, for exam­ 
ple, is the Henderson (Tenn.) Vindicator, 
which in replying to a local contemperar)’, 
says : 
“ After avowing, with a show of 
“ godliness wonderful to behold, that it is 
“ in favor of whatever is sanctioned by 
“ law, our contemporary asks if we are not. 
“ Frankly, no. 
There are laws existing 
“ which it would be neither wise nor expc- 
“ dient to enforce, and recognizing this fact 
“ the Government allows 
them to lie 
“ unused. 
IVe regard the law guaranteeing 
“ to the negro equal rightit with the white 
“ m an as one o f this kind." 
And then this 
candid Southern journalist accuses his 
contemporary of "sow ing the seeds of 
“ hate and discord among the ignorant 
“ negroes of Carrol! country,” by telling 
them that the law guarantees them equal 
political rights. To clinch the argnment he 
concludes by saying : “ Yes, Bir, we are 
“ opposed to any law the enforcement of 
“ which will bring discord and strife into 
“ a happy and prosperous country, and we 
“ are hacked by two thirds o f the white pro- 
“ pie." 
The allusion to discord and strife 
means, of course, that if the “ ignorant 
negroes” are stim ulated to domand their 
rights, it will become a painful necessity 
to bring out the rifle clubs and red-shirt 
leaguers and whip or shoot them into sub­ 
mission again. 
A t present this is interest­ 
ing and suggestivo reading. 


HEW PUBLIOATIOHS, 


A 
DEMOCRATIC 
FALSEHOOD. 


Democratic journals take great pleasure 
in quoting the Sacramento lice as a Repub­ 
lican paper. 
This is a barefaced falsehood. 
The Bee claims to he independent, but is 
in reality the only Greenback organ in this 
State, and while its editors know that 
there is not a ghost of a chance for General 
Weaver to get the electoral vote of one 
Slate in the Nation, they nevertheless give 
aid and comfort to the rehel Democracy in 
the Third Congressional District by trying 
to influence Republicans to vote for Berry as 
against Knight, simply because the latter 
stands by the platform and principles of 
his party and opposes and denounces the 
soft money craze.

Is Pontotox county, Miss , Horaoe Wilder (on’- 
ored) was sent to the Penitentiary for eighteen 
mouths for stealing a pig valued at 81 50. He bad 
Just finished his term of service and the Superin­ 
tendent asked for tho cost of prosecution. The 
Circuit Clerk certified the amount to be tho ecor- 
maus sum of *74 85—the net expense of prose­ 
cuting a eo'ored lad for stealing a pig ’forth a dcliar 
and a half. At twenty-five oenls a day he will be 
required to work three hundred days. 
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A n e w story by the author of “ A Fool’s 
Errand ” is necessarily a literary event, and 
in this case it is the more important for that 
the new’story is a formidable rival to the old 
one. 
The “ Fool’s Errand” canie upon the 
people as a revelation. 
It was not merely 
that it wa3 a dramatic tale. 
It wcs not 
merely that it dealt with that peculiar South­ 
ern condition of society and politics which 
has been so abnormally discussed cf late 
years. 
It was because the bock was the 
embodiment of truth and earnestness,, and 
the record of real Buffering anil persecution, 
told as it could only have been told by a 
victim of the outrages described. 
The style 
was lucid, the argument convincing, and 
above all the volume was informed with a 
temperate and judicial spirit as remarkable 
as fascinating. 
It was no wonder that the 
“ Fool’s Errand ” almost instantly sprang 
into favor, and that edition after edition of 
it was poured upon the market. 
Here was a 
man who had lived iu the South ; who had 
been a Etpublieau there 
among Demo­ 
crats ; 
who 
had 
experienced 
all the 
indignities 
and 
insults 
showered upou 
buch unfortunates ; yet 
who was capa­ 
ble of telliug the story not only without 
passion or prej udice, but with a constant de­ 
termination to do full justice to the Southern 
people. 
It was felt, in a word, that Judge 
Tourgee was a trustworthy witness. 
Parti­ 
san journalism and partisan literature and 
oratory generally bad so persistently forced 
into prominence the most ugly and extrava­ 
gant features of Southern politics, and had, 
consciously or unconsciously, so omitted to 
recognize any possibility of a sense of right 
or duty on the part of the S nthern people, 
that those representations were becoming un­ 
satisfactory, as would be the pictures of an 
artist who should rigorously refrain from 
painting any other human expressions but 
the se of agony and fierce unbridled passion. 
In the “ Fool’s Errand ” for the first time an 
attempt was made to show that after all 
there was a Southern side to the question, 
while the truth was told in the most uncom­ 
promising way. 
It was the candor and fidel­ 
ity of the book wiiich commended it to the 
public, and those qualities are as conspicu­ 
ously present in “ Ericks without Straw.” 
Judge Tourgee’s stoiies are novels with a 
purpose, and therefore they are not to be 
judged by the canons which apply to works 
of fiction written from the standpoint of art 
alone. 
“ Bricks Without Straw ” is, like its 
predecessor, a tale of the South, aud it is 
much more than a tale. 
The book in fact is 
at least as much aa argument as a story, and 
some of its strongest and most captivating 
passages are purely polemical. 
V/e are in­ 
troduced to a negro lad who has just achieved 
freedom and independence at the close of the 
rebellion. 
It is the periud when the new era 
had just dawned, and when neither the 
North nor the South nor the freedman him­ 
self comprehended the situation. Our author 
describes the condition of things as follows : 


The first Ftep in the i rocre-s. from the prison- 
house of bondage to the citadel of liberty was a 
strange one. The w ar was over. The struggle for 
autonomy and the inviolability of slavery, on the 
part of the South, w.*s eodtd, and fate had decided 
against them. 
With this arbitrament oi war fell 
also tí c institution that had b en its cause. Slavery 
was abolished—by proclamation, by national enact­ 
ment, by constitutional amendment—ay, by tho 
sterner lcgic which for baile a nation to place shack- 
lcs again upon hands which Lad been raised ¡D her 
defense, w hich had fought for her life and at her re­ 
quest. ho the slave was a slave no more. No other 
man cou'd elairn his service nr restrain Iiis volition. 
He migbt go o re me, work or play, so far as bis 
late ma-ter was concerned. 
But that was all. 
He could not contract, testify, 
marry or give in marriage. Ho hail neither property, 
knowledge, right, or power. Tho whole four mill 
ions did not jtossrss that number of dollars or of 
dollars’ worth. 
Whatever they had acquired in 
slavery was their master’s, unless he had expressly 
made himself a trustee for their benefit. Regarded 
from the l-gal standpoint it was, indeed, a strange 
position in which they were. A rice despise 1, de­ 
graded, penniless, ignoran:, houseless, homeless, 
fatherless, childless, nameless. 
Husbai d or wife 
there w as not oue in four millions. Not a child 
might call upou a father for aid, and no man of 
them all might lift his hand in a daughter's defense. 
Uncle and aunt and cousin, homo, family—none of 
theee words had any place in the freefman's vocab­ 
ulary. 
Right he had, in the abstract; iu the con­ 
crete, none. Justice would not hear his voice. The 
law was still color-hhi.daij hy the p>a«t. 
The fruit oi slavery—iu first ripe harvest, gathered 
with swords and bloody bayonets, was before the 
nation which looked ignorantly on the fruits of the 
deliverance it h.ul wrought. The North end not 
c tnprehend its work ; the South could not com- 
prebou 1 its fate. The unbound slave looked to the 
future in dull, wondering hope. • 


It is at this stage that the characters are 
introduced. 
The 
negro bad not even a 
name. 
Marrisgc was unknown among his 
race. 
Property he could not hold. 
Aud 
upon theee conditions the new structure of 
society had to be erected. 
The feeling of the 
Southern whites was [peculiar. 
What they 
resented in the situation was the presentation 
of the negro as a man. 
They had been 
logically c mpeiied by slavery to exclude this 
view of him rigorously. 
It was only in the 
light of an animal that the Southern Legis­ 
latures and Courts had regarded him. 
To 
fortify the atrocities of slavery this theory 
hid been so sedulously incu'icatid, so but­ 
tressed by the plausible sophistries of supple 
theologians 
and 
sectional 
scientists and 
jurists and educators, that 
the 
greatest 
shock of emancipation consisted in the sud­ 
den violence doue to these traditional ide3B 
concerning the status of the negro. 
The 
Southern whites could not bring themselves 
to admit that 
he was 
a human being. 
They resented the action of 
the North 
as 
a 
cruel 
attempt 
to 
di grace 
and humiliate them hy conferring political 
rights upon a kind uf beast. 
They had 
no belief that the negro could ever become 
self-supporting, for their creed bad long 
compelled them to assume that he was in­ 
tended by the Almighty to be a slave, and 
could succeed in no other relation. 
When 
he was thus launched, steeped to the lips in 
ignorance and helplessness, upon the world, 
the North at first lent him some guidance aud 
help through the Freedman’s Bureau. Judge 
Tourgee shows that this maligned institution 
did incalculable good throughout the South. 
It was extremely useful in checking the 
brutality -and the aggressive tendencies of the 
old slave-owners, who would very soon have 
made such use of negro ignorance that serf 
d im at k a-t would have been restored, h .d 
not the Bureau stood between them and their 
prey so opportunely. 
Even as it was the in­ 
famous Black Codes enacted by the ma­ 
jority 
of 
the 
Southern 
States 
laid 
them 
under 
disabilities 
which 
were 
as 
cruel 
and 
burdensome 
aa opposed 
to the purpose of the North and the spirit and 
letter of the Emancipation Act. 
By these 
villainous statutes, which could only have 
been passed by men warped and blinded by 
the degrading iufluenoeof Slavery, a thousand 
crafty devices were employed to snare and 
trap the unwary freedman. 
The most arbi­ 
trary provision* were made in regulating his 
relations with his employer. 
He was sur­ 
rounded by pitfalls day and night. 
If he was 
thrifty enough to raise a little cotton or to­ 
bacco for himself he could not sell it without 
observing a whole code of fanciful ceremonies, 
the infraction of any of which subjected him 
to the confiscation of his property, and the 
imprisonment of his body. 
Poll taxes were 
Imposed upon him, and their payment made 
the condition of voting. 
Road taxes were 
enforced by compulsory labor. 
In all con­ 
tracts with white men the negro was given 
the worst of the bargain. 
He was legis­ 
lated against at every turn, and no effort 
was omitted to discourage him, to prevent 
him from becoming industrious, to render ac­ 
cumulation impossible for him, to make him 


as of old the thrall and bond-servant of his 
former masters. 
It is a pitiful and a moving history, and 
one of the saddest features of it is the stupid 
perversity and blindness of the North, which 
made it the unconscious abettor of Southern 
oppression and cruelty. 
The sentiment of 
the South in regard to the manhood of the 
negro caused the Freedman’s Bureau to be 
regarded with intense abhorrence and hatred. 
The officers of the Bureau were the first who 
insisted that a negro’s testimony was to be 
taken even as a;ainst a white man’s. 
They 
would not allow the whites to cheat and abuse 
the negroes. 
They even imprisoned and fined 
white men for assaulting negroes. 
And the 
result was that the Bureau came to be looked 
upon as a hciiish institution. 
This was 
not 
so 
surprising 
as 
that 
the 
people 
of 
the 
North 
should 
presently allow 
themselves to 
be persuaded 
by 
South­ 
ern 
representatives 
that 
the 
Freed­ 
man’s Bureau was indeed a corrupt and 
iniquiton* institution. 
Judge Tourgee shows 
how 
Southern 
prejudice 
and 
clam r 
were acccepted as trustworthy evidence on 
this head at the North, and how consequently 
this institution, which was officered almost 
entirely by federal soldiers, and which had 
really doue an ¡Rímense deal of good by 
standing between the exasperated Southern 
whites and the dazed and helpless freedmen 
until both parties had begun to grow accus­ 
tomed to the new situation, lost its reputa­ 
tion, and was hounded out of existence with­ 
out any just reason whatever. 
Says Judge 
Tourgee: 
1‘The thorough snbserviency of 
“ Northern sentiment to the domination of 
“ that masterly will which characterized ‘ the 
“ ‘South’ of the old regime was never better 
“ illustrated. 
‘ Curse me this people !' said 
“ the Southern Balak—of the Abolitionist 
"first, of the Bureau-officer next, and then 
“ of 
the Cai pet-bagger. 
The Northern 
“ Balaam hemmed and paltered, and then 
“ cursed the children o f his loins!" . 
So the Freedman’s Bureau went down, and 
the Black Codes went up. 
The North, hav­ 
ing freed the negro, having for a time recog­ 
nized his claims upon it, having then exposed 
him to the full hostility of his late masters by 
conferring 
upon 
him 
equal 
political 
lights, 
at this 
[mint 
reached 
the con 
elusion 
that it 
had 
done all 
it was 
called 
upon 
to do, and 
so 
withdrew 
from him every protection, and “ left him 
naked to his enemies.” 
It was no doubt 
a philosophical conclusion that unless he was 
made self-dependent he never could learn to 
defend his rights, but it was not sufficiently 
perceived that generations of rlavery had nec­ 
essarily weakened the moral stamina of the 
race, and rendered a protracted course of 
training and education indis[ieusible to its 
satisfactory discharge of the new duties forced 
upon it. 
The negro was prematurely thrust 
into the world. 
He was simple, ignorant, 
and timid. 
His very joy at the new political 
rights conferred up him tended to exasperate 
the whites, for they regarded Buch mani­ 
festations as menaces. 
The negro neverthe­ 
less endeavored to stand upright. 
There 
were many black men of vigorous mind 
who naturally became local leaders, aud 
whose examples were beneficial aud bracing. 
These taught their followers that bard aud 
steady work was the condition of independ­ 
ence. They established little colonies. Natur­ 
ally the colored people clung together, for 
their old masters were sullen or angry, and 
would have nothing to do with them. 
Then, 
under the Bureau, humane Northern people 
helfed them 
to build 
schoolhuuses and 
churches, and Northern women and girls left 
comfortable and even luxurious homes to go 
South aud instruct the 
freedmen. 
The 
Southern whites viewed all these movements 
with growing jealousy. 
Opposition to negro 
education had always been one of the condi­ 
tions of slavery. 
It was stiff kept up. 
The 
Northern women who devoted themselves so 
heroically to the elevation of the race which 
had buffered eo long a martyrdom were ex- 
po;ed to all the sneers and insults that 
Southern 
“ chivalry ” 
could 
invent. 
Judge Tourgee • thus describes 
the pub­ 
lic treatment of 
two Northern teachers 
in North Carolina : “ B y their own sax 
“ they were regarded with that calm, unob- 
“ serving indifference with which the modern 
“ lady treats the sister who stands without 
“ the pale of respectable society. 
So far as 
“ the ‘ladies’ of Horsford were concerned, 
“ the ‘nigger teachers ’ at Red W ing stood 
“ on the plane of the courtesan—they were 
" seen but not known. The recognition which 
“ they received from gentlemen of Southern 
“ birth had in it not a little of the shame- 
“ faced curiosity which characterizes the 
“ intercourse of men with women whose rep­ 
u ta tio n s have been questioned but not en- 
“ tirely destroyed. 
They were treated with 
“ apparent respiect, in the school-room, npon 
“ the highway, or at the market, by men 
“ who would not think of recognizing them 
“ when in the company of their mothers, sis- 
“ ters or wives.” 
This was the manner in 
which the noblest womanhood of the North 
was treated by the Southern people. 
This is 
the way in which Judge Tuurgee’s own wife 
wa3 treated hy that arrogant, intoleraut, un­ 
civilized community. 


In “ Bricks without Straw" we aro given 
a picture of the operation of ail the in­ 
fluences and tendencies we have thus far de­ 
scribed. 
The hero is a negro of more than 
usual intelligence and energy, 
n e serves in 
the Union army, earns a little money, buys 
a piece of lard from his old master (who 
swindles him by a bad title) and around him 
a little colony grows np, prosperous, peaceable 
and happy. 
The heroine is a Northern girl, 
whoBe brother, an officer in ths Union army, 
dies down South, aud who stops there, at first 
for her health, and then as teacher of a negro 
school at Red Wing. 
Upon this pleasant 
and hopeful picture supervenes the Kuklux 
era. 
Encouraged by the success which had 
attended the attack upon the Freedman’s 
Bnr-au, and believing that with one resolute 
effort the negroes could be dragooned into 
a submission which would deprive their new 
political endowments of all significance, this 
secret organization was formed, and shortly 
swept over the South like a nightmare. 
Red 
Wing did not escape. 
Nimbus Desmit. the 
negro hero, and his intimate friend Eliab Hill, 
a crippled colored preacher, had been marked 
down as “ dangerous and desperate’ meD, 
because they were determined to insist upon 
what the law aud the Constitution gave their 
race, and because they were too intelligent to 
remain poor and ignorant when the opportu­ 
nities of advancement were presented to 
them. 
So one night the church and school- 
house at Red Wing were set on fire, and by 
the blaze a Kuklux raid was made npon the 
house of Nimbus. 
This is a very dramatic 
episode. 
The outrage upon the cripple 
Eliab, the cruel whipping of the wife of 
Nimbus, and the sudden interruption of the 
Kuklux programme by the return cf Nimbus 
himself, are graphically described. 
But 
though the Kuklux are beaten off the doom 
of the colony is sealed. 
Nimbus disappears, 
the law is set to work to harry and break up 
the remainder of the colony. 
The school is 
perforce abandoned. 
And the local press 
congratulates the community on the fact that 
“ Horsford county is redeemed.” 
A character in the book 
of peculiar in­ 
terest is Hesden Le Moyne, a young South­ 
erner, who is led to extend protection to 
Eliab H ill after hi* ill-treatment by the 
Kuklux; who is “ ostracized” by his own 
friends aud relatives for having done th is; 


who bears the ostracism with coo! courage ; 
and who finally rises above the narrow sec­ 
tionalism of his locality, and grows capable 
of seeing the Southern question in a more 
dispassionate light. The emancipation of thie 
yonng man's mind from the prejudices of his 
education aud snrruundiegs is very power­ 
fully worked out, and it affords tha author an 
opportunity for showing how the better class 
of Southerners really feel iu regard to their 
region and the position of the negro since the 
rebellion. 
It is unfortunately too evident 
that there are not enough Hesden Le Moynes 
at the fciouth to leaven society, or the present 
situation there could not exist. 
Indeed it is 
Judge Tourgee’8purp e-etoshow that tins class 
of comparatively liberal minds is in a powerless 
minority, the majority being composed of 
those who either approved the “ redemption 
“ of the . country ” hy the Kuklux, or who 
were afraid to express their db..pprovaL 
Oi course the Kuklux raid settled the 
question of negro political advancement. 
The national experiment of compelling the 
newly enfranchised race to make bricks with­ 
out straw had the scq -.el which might have 
been predicted. 
The crack of tha oie:seer’s 
whip had cot been sufficiently forgotten for 
the Kuklux to have much difficulty in their 
mission. 
They might have t-p.red much of 
the brutality they practiced, fur th« colorid 
people were by no means di-p ssd to resist 
the oppression. They were easily cowed, for 
they had only been free a little while, and 
they had never been out of the gripe of their 
late masters. 
The latter had turned the law 
aguiust them when their shackles wbre struck 
off by the natioD, and the great North had 
failed to realize how much these shivering 
neophjtes needed encouragement and pro­ 
tection 
at 
their 
first 
strange 
entry 
into political life. 
They were a" andoned 
helpless to the night-riders, aud their subju­ 
gation was compUtcd in a short time. 
And 
all this is history, however clad in the garb 
of fiction. 
It is the verisimilitude of the 
story which gives its fascination to it. 
The 
reader is conscious all the time that he is 
studying one of the strangest and most 
moving problems history has ever presented, 
and that the scenes depicted have actually 
occurred in his own country. 
It is a mourn­ 
ful and yet a stimulating picture, and it is 
impossible that any earnest Northern Republi­ 
can should read the book w ithout experiencing 
the implied reproach which eTery page of it 
silently addresses to his party, for its in­ 
firmity of purpose in carrying out the high 
policy to which it was pledged in the ri*ht ■ f 
the world. 
“ Bricks without Straw ” is ind»ed a too 
pregnant title for such a history of the Re­ 
construction Period at the South. 
W e took 
the negro from the fieid, and told him he was 
free, but we gave him no help to keep his 
freedom. 
We told the Southern white man 
that he must rc-spect the liberties of his late 
chattel, but at the same time we permitted 
him to paralyze the newly enfranchised crea­ 
ture’s progress wil h the Black Codes. \Ye gave 
him a Freedman’s Bureau to help him, aud 
then we took it away because it was toa use­ 
ful ; that is to say, because it was denounced 
by the men whose laches it was instituted to 
check and to punish. 
The freedman was ex­ 
pected to advance with his legs tied. 
H e 
was expected to become educated without 
schools, 
to 
become independent without 
freedom, to learn political wisdom 
with­ 
out experience, to 
hold Lis own 
with­ 
out equality of opportunity, to make 11 bricks 
“ without straw,’’ in short. 
That he has 
failed to come up to the irrational expecta­ 
tions formed respecting him is not to be won­ 
dered at, but it is surprising that in the face 
of such discouragements and obstacles as have 
surrounded him he should have made auy 
progress at all. 
Those who are impatient regarding the 
plot of the story we trust ref r to the book 
itself. 
Suffice it to say that the interest is 
fully sustained to the end, that the charac­ 
ters are well drawn, that the iacidenta are 
thrilling and graphically described, and that 
the entire work is, if possible, un re interest­ 
ing and absorbing than “ A Fool's Errand." 
The fact that it is not merely a story, but that 
its didactic purpose is the dominating con­ 
sideration, of necessity constitutes an excuse 
for whatever shortcomings might exist in the 
purely artistic features. 
No such defects, 
however, 
are 
likely 
to 
be 
discovered, 
for like the former book this one charms 
and enchains the 
reader 
by 
its 
earn­ 
estness and power, and 
he passes from 
narrative to argument, and from argument 
to narrative again, without noticing the 
change. 
The author has remedie* to suggest 
for the Southern difficulty, which will strike 
different minds with varying degrees of force. 
He suggests that one main cam s of the differ­ 
ence between Northern and Southern politics 
is the circumstance that the South has never 
pcsessed the elements of purely local govern­ 
ment embraced iu tho township rysten. Cen­ 
tralization has been the Southern principle, 
and the pstty elections which throughout 
the North accustom every inhabita: 
of a 
village to participate iu politics, and to match 
himself at some time against hi* ntignbors, 
have always been absent at the South, where 
appointments are the rule and elections the 
exception. 
W e think 
it quite pro! Me 
that this consideration posse*" s force, th' ugh 
slavery is alone almost sufficient to see unt 
for the difference between North and South. 
Another recommendation,and one which will 
be more likely to obtain general approval 
and comprehension, looks to the extension of 
education as a means of elevating the South. 
Judge Tourgee is of opinion that the nation 
oucht to take this matter in hand, and that 
a fund should be provided f >v use at the 
South. 
He thinks it would not be necessary 
to take control over the State educational 
systems, but suggests that the fund might be 
so arranged as only to be available by those 
schools which fulfilled certain conditions. 
On questions of detail, however, he is not 
bigoted, 
and 
broadly urges rather that 
public thought should be directed earnestly 
to thiB topic than that any particular scheme 
should be advocated. 
The suggestions which conclude the story 
in no way interfere with its power and in­ 
structiveness. 
It is a complete picture as it 
stand*. 
It exposes the utter failure of Re­ 
construction. 
It brings the disastrous effect 
of Southern bigotry and brutality into strong 
relief. 
It 
makes 
the 
blunders of the 
North more conspicuous than 
evor. 
It 
demonstrates the 
weight of the respon­ 
sibility which yet rests upon the party 
which emancipated 
the 
slave in letter, 
but has thus far failed to make him free in 
fact 
We recommend every man who wishes 
to understand the Southern question cleariy 
to read “ Bricks without Straw.” 
It is 
written so dispassionately that even South­ 
erners can hardly quarrel with its tone, and 
it is evidently pervaded with a spirit of 
justice and candor. 
That it should he possi­ 
ble to compose such a work without recourse 
to fiction at all, out of existing fact* in our

each selection l e ’.ng analyzed as to style, his­ 
to rical relation, rhetoric, etc. 
T his is not, as 
is too often the case, a text-book of cram , nor 
does 
it 
require 
reading about literature 
only, b n t com pels reading in literature as 
wall. 
P rof. Sw inton has designed this vol­ 
u m e of “ M asterpieces ” to occupy a place a t 
th e m eeting-point of literatu re and rhetoric— 
to restore the tw ain to their natural and fruit­ 
fu l relationship. 
On the side of literature it 
is intended as the accom panim ent of any 
class-book on th a t subject, furnishing a body 
of text3 to be carefully read in connection 
w ith th e biographical and critical study of 
p articu lar authors, as pursued in th e clasB- 
book.

singers is sure to include a number whose 
voices are in the transition period, and who 
can sing but little. 
Hence it would seem 
1 hat but one or two parts should be carried. 
Y et it is wise to print four parts, which, 
when played, make an excellent accompani­ 
ment. 
But it must also be considered that 
most voices, during the period of life in 
which they attend the higher schools, change 
and take nearly the pitch which is to Be 
theirs during the rest of life. 
It is a very 
favorable time, therefore, to learn to sing the 
soprano, or alto, or tenor, or bass, which is in 
the future to be the part belonging to the 
voice of the young singer.

Dr. Corfield is Professor of Hygiene and Pub­ 
lic Health at University College, London, 
and Examiner in Sanitary Science at the 
University of Cambridge. 
The lectures are

They treat of the bones and muscles, 
the circulation, respiration, nutrition, the ex­ 
cretory organs, the nervous system, organs of 
the senses, the health of the individual, the 
air, food, drink, water, climate, houses, towns, 
and co.nmuuicaUle diseases and small-pux.

_ The Bodie Fret Pm » finds consolation 
in the thought that stookB cannot get 
much lower. 
W ith the exception of the Ankeny mine, 
hydraolickinghas ceased on Sterling creek, 
Jackson county, Oregon. 
New discoveries of gold-bearing quartz 
are daily being made in Magalia and 
Yankee Hill mining district. 
One hundred miners are at work at Tip 
Top, A. T. The entire camp will poll 175 
votes. The mines look well. 
According to the San Francisco Bulletin, 
the yield of precious metals of the Pacific 
coast for the month of August was $1,775,­ 
000. 
The Salt Like Tribune figures that the 
average yearly bullion output in Utah for 
the past four calendar years was little 
more than fü, 000,000. 
Another big ditch and gravel mine opera­ 
tion started uu lately in the neighborhood 
of Mohawk, Plumas county. A ditch of 
twenty miles in length is one of the feat­ 
ures. 
The miners of Swaak, W. T., are in fine 
spirits. They continue taking out nuggets, 
many of which have been taken out within 
the la.-t fifteen days, varying, in worth 
from $1 to $50. 
From present indications the cinnabar 
mines on the Calapooia, in Oregon, will be 
turning out liquid metal within a short 
time. The new furnace has been com­ 
pleted and turned over to the owners. 
Nevada county has 45 stamp mills with 
503 stamps and a capacity of 750 tons per 
day. Of these stamps Nevada township 
has 133, Grass Valley 180, Eureka 78, 
Washington 50, Ilough and Heady 22 and 
Little York 10. 
It is expected that the completion of the 
Carson and Colorado Hailroad to Walker 
river will give a new impetus to copper 
mining in that region. The opening cl the 
road will give the owners of these mines an 
outlet for their ores. 
The Nevada Transcript says : A gen­ 
tleman who came up from Grass Valley 
yesterday says that on Monday 12,000 
pounds more of free gold ore was taken 
from the Rocky Bar mine. He says this 
last lot is even richer than any that has 
heretofo-e been taken from the ledge. 
Jake Thompson, an old C 'mstoeker, has 
struck it rich in Sonora. He and his part­ 
ners found an old abandoned mine there, 
with a coyote hole of a shaft. They 
cleaned ut the L ttom and found a well- 
defined formation wider than the shaft and 
carry ing free gold. The miue, which is 
thirty miles from Magdalene, is paying 
well.

on the line of march were profusely decorated.

Tiiat results have clearly and forcibly proved 
th at under the present coudnion of affairs our ship­ 
ping cannot prosper, or even maintain itseif, in 
competition with the navigation of other maritime 
p -tvors. Therefore we tall upon the Government 
to aid in the restoration of our commerce by grant­ 
ing a bounty o f 
per ton per year for sail ton- 
uage, a n d ----- per ton for steam tonnage, for a 
period of ------ years after the passage of this Act. 
This is to apply unly to vessels in the foreign trade, 
and not to exceed 15 years of age. 
A fter recess the Convention expressed its 
decided opposition to free 
shipping and 
against advising a repeal of the navigation 
laws. 
A resolution was adopted th at as the 
foundation for all the measures proposed re­ 
lating to ocean commerce and the general 
navigation interests of the country, this Con­ 
vention petition Congress to establish a De­ 
partm ent ot Commerce, to be presided over 
by a separate Cabinet officer, and th at Con­ 
gress assume and exercise the powers granted 
by the Constitution to regulate commerce 
through th at department. 
A resolution was also adopted that Con­ 
gress be petitioned to amend the law relating 
to the admeasurement of vessels, so th at the 
aieommodations for the officers and men Bhall 
be exempted from measurement, or only such 
space as is a zailable for cargo be measured, 
and th at the English laws for admeasure­ 
ment of both be adopted, so that American 
vessels will ha placed upon an equal footing 
with vessels of that nation. 
A resolution calling for the abolition of 
compulsory pilotage was adopted.

The State Convention of colored citizens», 
at Sun Francisco Thursday, adopted the iol- 
lowing platform : 
Wukkbas, At the present crisis in the h ist^rr vf 
the United States it behooves us, as citizens of this 
great Republic, but more especially the State oí 
California, to candidly and fearlessly express our 
viewtj and opmious 111 all m atters api eilainiug to 
the welfare of our race, identified as it is by every 
tie, socially, morally, religiously and politically, 
with the growth, progress and proa peri tv thereof: 
aud, whereas, we believe the tim e has fully arrived 
when we should, in no uncertain mat. ner, enunciate, 
declare and positively affirm to the citizens of this 
vast Republic, but more especially of th«* State of 
California, th at we, as colored citizens of this State, 
have rights in common with all classes of citizens, 
which have h- ret of ore been speciously denied t4> us 
under the cover of technical and plausible excuses, 
'which it is our unm itigated and unrelenting deeire 
to set aside and utterly annihilate; and th at the 
l>c*ssebsiou of said rights being known to us, we 
dare at this juncture to express our unswerving 
determination to m aintain them , in order that 
we, an a part and parcel of the integral popula­ 
tion, may receive 
th at 
consideration at 
the 
hands of the party of our choice w hich legitimately 
belongs t * us, aud v.hieh has» heretofore been 
Specifically, improperly, painstaking and unreason­ 
ably withheld from us, f« r no other palpabie reason 
than the external appearance of our skin ; and 
whereas we are now earnestly and sincerely deter­ 
mined, now and henceforth, th at we shall exercise 
o ar God given prerogative of manhood, and demand 
from those who receive our undivided support that 
recognition which is undoubtedly and undeniably 
ours; therefore, be it 
Hesolced, by the colored citizens of the State of 
Calif oruia, assembled as we an- in convent ion, 
representing our constituiente of every hamlet, 
village, town aud city therein, that whilst, for 
tangible reasons, which are generally understood, 
we desire to give our adherence to the principles 
and platform of the Republican party, yet we bin- 
cerHy aud honestly believe th at our claims for 
political preference at the hands of that party have 
heretofore been alm ost totally ignored and never 
properly recognized. 
Resolved, T in t it is within the radius of our 
knowledge th at all demands and requests for politi­ 
cal recognition at the hands of the Republican party 
have, in many instances, been treated with im ­ 
punity, and th at we are fully dettrm ined (at least 
awhile) to advocate all needed reforms and institute 
proceedings tending to ameliorate our condition 
within the boundaries of that great party.

Resolved, That we recommend the perm anent 
organization ot the colored citizens of this State 
into a body, to be known and designated as the 
“ Colored Citizens’ Union,” said Union to meet 
annua 11}*, at such time and place as may be desig­ 
nated by this Convention. 
Resolved, That we recommend immigration from 
the Southern States of agriculturists aud laborers, 
as well as colored mechanics and artisans from every 
sec:ion of the Union to this State. 
Resolved, That in view of the reformed school 
laws of this State w*e urge upon our fellow-citizens 
the importance of securing educational facilities by 
sending their children to the nearest district school, 
and insisting upon th eir admission ; that we recom­ 
mend industry, economy and the purest of business 
avocations, as well as mechanical and agricultural 
labor. 
As a strictly servile class can never rise to 
political or financial eminence, we believe and de­ 
clare th at the barrier to our elevation and progress 
is color and condition, and by the accumulation of 
wealth and acquirem ent of knowledge we can be­ 
come qualified and eligible to any position, political 
or otherwise.
